Vending machines In their faculty 
both serving hot . coffee 
until they, are sold out. 

At noontime yesterday this re 
porter went to inspect the new 
gadgets. By 1 p.m. one machine 
had already aold out Its wares, and 
the second machine was about to 
give 1U last cup. The steaming 
Java cost* only 10 cent*, and the 
customer can have the type of 
coffee he desire*, whether he want* 
it black with or without sugar, or 
with cream with or without sugar. 

The customer, having paid his 
dime, presses a button for his type 
of coffee, and gets a steaming 
paper cup of good coffee. This 
coffee has no relation whatever to 
the liquid which is sold as coffee 
in the Union. Whereas the Arts-:

The Influence and repercussions 
of past history upon present and 
future events was discussed by Pro- 
fessor Oscar Halecki at a meeting 
of the Polish Institute of Canada. 
This meeting was held in Moyse 
Hall at 8.1S yesterday. 

Professor Halecki, who was the 
guest speaker, is from Fordham 
University In New York. His topic 
was "Slavic Europe in Contempory 
History- Writing, and History-Mak- 
ing." 

The speaker stressed that the as- 
sumption of the Western people on 
the binding unity of the Slavonic 
countries is a definite mistake and 
that much was lost by this sup- 
position. 

Elaborating on this statement, 
Professor Halecki went on to say 
that the world has divided Europe 
into three sections: Teutonic, Ro- 
mance and Russian Slavs; instead 
of dividing Europe into four sec- 
tions: Teutonic, Russian-Slavs, Non- 
Russian Slays and Romance-. This 
he said has thrown the Non-Russian 
Slavs into the domain of the Russian 
Slavs and ho described this as: "A 
terrific territorial loss— One of the 
greatest catastrophes of modern 
times." 

Professor Halecki, having stated 
that his speech was not political 
but looked upon countries and 
their peoples from an historical and 
scholastic point of view,, stated de- 
termlndly that the peoples of the 
world should recognize the hUtor 
leal difference, both present and 
future, between the Russian-Slav* 
and the non-Russlan-Slavs. The 
latter, the speaker said were situ- 
ated, in central Europe and were 
more concerned with Greece and 
the Scandinavian countries than 
with Russia. 

The , presiding chairman of the 
meeting was Msgr. Olivier Mauraull 
who also introduced the guest 
speaker.

Beethoven's 52nd symphony for 
tom-tom, mouth organ and baby- 
rattle is an exceedingly difficult 
work to criticize, unless the critic 
has fortified himself beforehand 
with the best which the Quebec 
Liquor Commission can offer. In 
place the work bears striking re- 
semblance to Protchikevsky's con- 
certo for cannon and dry bones 
(the "Chaotica" concerto), but it 
has definite tendency to immltatc 
the original composition techniques 
employed by that greatest of mod- 
ern masters, Xavier Cugat. 

Performance Marred 
The contrapuntual themes intro- 
duced Into the third movement add 
little to the melodic development, 
but harmonize well with the dry, 
hacking coughs of the audience.

And where the score 
calls for the musicians to throw 
down their instruments at the fin- 
ale,- they should take Care In aim- 
ing, so as not to repeat the unfor- 
tunate incident of last evening in 
which three first-nighters became 
entangled In the harp and had to 
be cut away with blow-torches. 
This sad occurrence only added to 
the ill-will created by the conduc- 
tor when he stopped the perform- 
ance and severely reprimanded a 
group of jazz fans for applauding 
during the tom-tom solo. 



Polytech Choir 
Great Success 

The Polytech Choir of Finland 
opened a very successful concert 
at the Currle Gym Wednesday 
night with an enthusiastic "Oh 
Canada," followed by their own 
own national anthem. 

There was not a jarring nole the 
whole evening — the perfect har- 
mony of the 60 male voices 
throughout (probably due to the 
strict attention paid to Ihe con- 
ductor) was almost amazing. It 
was an exceptional performance in 
that restraint and vigour, Intense 
concentration and enjoyment, com- 
bined together In a sincere and 
very effective choral presentation. 

The variety In the program ar- 
rangement was pleasing. "In the 
Moonlight," a composition by Elok- 
as, showed, a lovely harmony, and 
a contrasting piece, "Humorcsque" 
by Tornudd, produced a neat ef- 
fect In unique tone color. The Si- 
belius section of the program was 
particularly enjoyable, and was 
well received by an enthusiastic 
audience. 

The three soloists had exception- 
ally fine voices, and Kim Borg de- 
serves praise for his excellent en- 
core in English.

What Others Are Doing 




Dèzr Sir, 

This letter is written to clarify the confusion 
tfch has arisen over the application by several 
rfanlzations for recognition by the Students' Exe- 
itlve Councih 

;I should like to emphasize particularly that the 
iititutlons of the organizations requesting recog- 
_ ion by the Students' Executive Council were in 
lo way turned down by the Council. 

Instead with- reference to the Peace Council 
It was felt that the practical Ideals which the 
Students sought who were organizing this group 
were already being carried out by one or two or- 
ganizations on the McGIU campus, and that In 
view of this there was no need to set up a club 
which would duplicate what others were already 
doinr. 

In. regard to the proposed Zionist Organization It 
was felt that the group , could work within the 
framework of the local Hlllel Foundation. At present 
,' however, this has been queried and the matter is 
coming up again to the Students' Executive Council. 

Finally I would like : to clarify the matter 
concerning my statements of political implications 
in ihe constitution of these organizations. Unfor- 
tunately from private conversation I was mlsinter- 
pretèd; In no way did I mean to refer to the Zionist 
Organization as embodying political implications In 
its constitution. As to the matter of the Peace 
Council the problem is clear to all the McGIU 
Students who this summer received a peUtlon from 
the Commijnist front organization which called it- 
"The Students' Peace Council" and which was 
way connected with McGIU University, or 
itudents' Society. This Action was taken without 
authority, even without the knowledge of the 
Students' Executive Council, and It is unfortunate 
the name "Peace Council" was embodied In one of • 
the constitutions presented to the S.E.C. But these 
ar* minor matters, I should like again to stress the- 
fact that it was not for these reasons that these. 
• organizations were deferred, but for the simple fact 
that it was felt they were duplicating what others 
were doing and that they could easily work within 




thè framework' of our already existing organizations. 
, Trusting. that there will be no more confusion 
on this problem.

Soviet Disagreement 

No-one knows better than the proponents of 
world government themselves what obstacles lie in 
their path. It Is fully realized that the Soviet Union 
is unlikely to agree to participate in such a scheme 
—yet. But it Is up to us, we who vaunt our love 
of peace, liberty, and democracy, to do all' that Is 
In our power to achieve the only sure guarantee 
of those Ideals — world government. The door must 
be held open to thé Soviet Union; if she shoul'd 
choose to enter, well and good; If not, her last pre- 
tences to desire co-operation and friendship with 
the rest of the world 'are destroyed. In either case, 
Man will have taken a long and unprecedented step 
forward and foundations will have been laid on 
which the 'Federation of Mankind may ultimately 
become a reality. 

The choice ls ours,. It is more than a choice bê- 
tween peace and war, happiness and misery, secur- 
ity and fear, freedom and servitude; under, mod- 
em conditions of warfare it Is a choice between life 
and death.

The 52nd symphony of Beethoven 
has an unusual, history. He wrote 
it while working on his 8th sym 
phony; It Is called his 52nd because 
It precedes his 53rd. It ls said that 
his Inspiration for this monumental 
work was J. Sloppall von Klugg, 
the biUiard champion of Europe, 
After having seen von Klugg play, 
Beethoven rushed home and began 
working on a symphony to com- 
memorate this man, and the game 
of billiards. It was to be his most 
sublime achievement, for on com- 
pleting the work, he Inscribed on 
the title page, "To a hero.". . 



It was a magnificent sight to see 
— the brass section consisted of 
eight baby rattles, the reeds of 12 
mouth organs, and the percussion 
of one lone tom-tom, throbbing a 
primitive beat. This was Beethoven 
at his best! The music was excru- 
ciatingly aesthetic, and I felt myself 
being lifted as the mouthorgans 
played legato and staccato, then piz- 
zicato and puzzycato. As the tempo 
Increased, my pulse pulsed, my 
feelings fell, and my emotions emo- 



ashed. The tom-tom beat a steady 
fortissimo, allegro, and ill pense- 
roso, blending convulsively with 
the bravlssimo of the mouth or- 
gans. As the movement began, the 
rattler shattered the air with an 
appealing andante con moto, and 
vivace con coction. The music swel- 
led and died In crcscendos, diminu- 
endos, and Innuendos. Not only the 
audience, but the orchestra, too, 
swept by the passion of the music, 
rose to their feet, and. were carried 
away.

A mishap' occurred before the 
first performance of the music. Von 
Klugg proposed calling himself 
billiard champion of the world. 
Beethoven was furious at the man's 
excessive pride. He replaced the 
passage for three billiard cues for 
three baby rattles; his anger 
mounting as he 'worked, he then 
tore off the title page, and then 
page'after page of the work, Itself. 
Later a servant saw the manuscript 
pages laying about the room and 
collected them. As the pages were 
not numbered, tljey were put to- 
gether in a random fashion. This 
perhaps accounts for the rather dis- 
jointed character of the music, but 
several critics now say that it shows 
Beethoven to be the first modern- 
ist.

That labor Is being betrayed by 
labor leaders, was the theme of 
an address given by Mr. Robert 
Haddow at yesterday's meeting of 
the L.P.P. Club. 

Haddow, Canadian director of 
the International Fur and Leather 
Workers Union, claimed that al- 
though the labor leaders talked 
about helping the working clafs to 
get better wages and working con- 
ditions, they followed the line of 
the government wtilch neglects the 
needs of the workers. 

He also spoke of what he term' 
cd ''fascistic way in which the gov- 
crnmcnt handled the recent rail 



way strike"; the fact that press 
always upheld capitalistic views 
as opposed to the working class; 
democracy in the trade unions is 
going by the boards, giving as an 
example the . expelling of the 
United Electrical Workers from Hie 
Congress; and the fact that we 
would eventually, arrive at 
socialistic state, which he staled 
would solve the problems of. not 
only the working class, but also 
of the entire Canadian people. 

Mr. Haddow was introduced and 
thanked by Lionel. Albert, who 
chaired the meeting. 
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trailed his aggressive opponent and 
capitalized on his numerous errors 
Roper was .never able to find 
flaws In MacMlllan's stroking as he 
Was. continually put on ' jo defens- 
ive by forcing shots l/Ae back- 
court and by passing shots when 
ho elected to rush to the net.
